_ Ticocheting stones, steep 
terrace: Il have the 
potential to cause serious 
injuries. 

Fingers have been am- 
putated when mower 

tors attempted to clean 
out a clogged discharge 
opening without turning off

‘Ricocheting stones and

serious lacerations. 

But the most tragic vic- 
tims| of power mower ac- 
eidents are young children 
who, unseen by a careless 
operator, are in back of the 
mower when it is driven in 
reverse.

Thompson substantially 
expanded the state’s Class X 
sentencing law when he 
signed legislation to “slam 
the prison door’ on violent 
criminals after their third 
conviction, authorities 
believe. 

When a rapist, an armed 
robber, a hard drug pusher, 
an arsonist or any other 
Class X criminal becomes a 
three-time loser, that career 
criminal goes to prison. 


We're going to close the. 


prison door, lock it and thow 
away the key,’’ the governor 
said after this month’s 
signing. i. 

Provisions of Senate Bill 
1524, which the governor just 
signed, were included in his 
original Class X proposal of 
three years ago. 

“The Class X law that took 
effect in February 1978 had a 
loophole in it that let violent 
criminals continue to prey on, 
society even after a third 
conviction. 

“I objected then, but was 
unable to persuade the 
General Assembly. I am 
happy to say that now this 
loophole is closed.”

Among the factors considered by voters 
would be the unique Illinois cumulative 


voting system, under which an individual 
can support one, two or three House 
candidates. 

In most districts, each party nominates 
two candidates, with the four primary 
election survivors then competing for 
three positions in the November balloting. 
‘The three 56th District representatives are 
unopposed in 1980. 

Philosophical differences exist over the 
fairness or unfairness of cumulative 
voting, And there are differing views as to 
whether the minority party is “entitled” to_ 
a representative in each geographic area 
or should take its chances everywhere in 
head-to-head Democratic-Republican 
clashes. 

‘Another topic of debate is whether: a 
“small” Ilinois House of 118 members 
could be counted on to spend less than a 
159-member chamber. Appeals to hard- 
pressed taxpayers no doubt will be voiced 
by both proponents and opponents of the 
cutback proposal. 

An admittedly non-objective 12-member 
legislative committee already has con- 
tended in writing that a cutback would 
deny. needed representation, promote 
regional rivalries, increase the influence 
ofispecial interests, and create dangerous 
legislative deadlocks. 

From a local standpoint, it is hard to 
separate the theoretical aspects of the 
debate from the desire to see continued 
service by Rep. Steele as well as continued 
service by the Democratic legislators. 


‘Added to this.consideration is the feeling 
that all people benefit when each com- 
munity has direct representation in state 
government through at least one person of 
each party. 

With these thoughts in mind, if the 
cutback plan reaches the November 
ballot, it will be unattractive locally. 

The only other proposed Hllinois Con- 
stitutional amendment headed toward a 
Nov. 4 decision by voters is a plan to speed 
rehabilitation of inner city areas by 
shortening the time that delinquent tax- 
payers have to buy back property sold 
because of unpaid taxes. It would appear 
to:have a reasonable chance of passage. 


“State tax relief limited by recession-related caution 


Many weeks will pass before Governor 
“James R. Thompson has finished 
reviewing the January-June 1980. state 
, legislation.and has completed the task of 
signing, vetoing or amending the tall stack 
of new laws. But he already has 
+. made it clear he will approve further sales 
tax relief on food and medicine. 
‘The state portion of what was then a five- 
cent sales tax was reduced—as it affects 
4 food and drugs—from four to three cents

This or- 
dinance’s protection stan- 
dard is the base flood ac- 
cording to the best data 
available to the Illinois State 
Water Survey's Flood-plain 
Information -Repository. 
Whenever a party: disagrees 
with the best available data, 
he may finance the detailed 
engineering study needed to 
replace existing data with 
better data and submit it to 
the State Water Survey. 

a. The base flood elevation 
for the SFHAs of the 
Mississippi River shall be as 
delineated on the 100 year 
flood: profiles in the Flood 
Insurance Administration 
and dated January, 1980, and 
amendments thereto. 

b. The base flood elevation 
for each SFHA delineated as 
an “AH Zone’-‘‘AO Zone” 
shall be that elevation-depth 
delineated on the Flood 
Insurance Rate Map of the 
City. 

c. The base flood elevation 
for each of the remaining 
SFHAs delineated as an “A 
Zone” on the Flood Hazard 
Boundary Map-Flood 
Inurance Rate Map shall be 
the 100 year flood depth- 
calculated by the Building 
Inspector according to the 
formulas presented in Depth 
& Frequency of Floods in 
Illinois published by the U.S. 
Geological Survey, 1976. 


SECTION 5. BUILDING 
PERMIT. No person, firm, 
or corporation shall com- 
mence any development in 
the SFHA without first ob- 
taining a building permit 
from the Building Inspector. 
‘The Building Inspector shall 
not issue a building permit if 
the proposed development 
does not meet the 
requirements of this or- 
dinance.

(vy) The fill shall not ad- 
versely affect the flow of 
surface drainage from or 
onto nei properties. 

(wi) The Building 
Inspector shall maintain a 
récord of the “as built” 
elevation of the lowest floor 
of the building.
